Safety body searches during The year 2011 was a remarkable

ORANJESTADE - The Body 
Search ordinance, which is a 
preventive measure practiced 
by our local Police, will be ap¬ 
plicable during the rest of the 
Carnival period as a measure 
to help promote security in cer¬ 
tain areas where there are fes¬ 
tive activities. 

This ordinance, the personal 
Body Search and searches in 
vehicles and handbags, is al¬ 
ready a known practice by the 
police. In the past it was only 
permissible when there was the 
strong suspicion that there were 
illegal drugs or weapons on a 
person. However, the new or¬ 
dinance gives the police the 
authority to do a body search 
or the search of vehicles or 
handbags in certain areas. An 
announcement may be made 


previous to the search before 
everyone in the area is sub¬ 
jected to the search. There is no 
need to be in a suspect area for 
the search to be done. 

A control was conducted 
last Friday, the 10th from 6Pm 
to Saturday 6:00am the next 
day. This was done in the 
Aruba entertainment and 
Dakota areas during the elec¬ 
tion of the Carnival queen. 

This was done along the 
route of the Lighting Parade on 
the 11th and 12th of February 
in the Oranjestad area. Also for 
the route of the Children’s Car¬ 
nival the police may do body 
searches. This measure is ex¬ 
pressly a measure to ensure 
the safety of our people and 
the police expect the cooper¬ 
ation of everyone. 


ORANJESTAD - Director of 
Aruba Ports Authority (APA), 
Alphonso Boekhoudt, shared 
aspects of the remarkable 
growth of APA. He informed 
about the growth of container 
actvities and other cargo 
movements and about the ex¬ 
pectations for the year ahead. 

Boekhoudt shared that, with 
respect to container activities, 
this grew by almost 9%. As for 
bulk cargo, which is normally 
cargo for construction mate¬ 
rial, they had the importation 
of 337 thousand metric tons of 
cargo, which is a growth of 
10% compared to the previous 
year. 

According to Boekhoudt, 
the growth of the wharf activi¬ 
ties was remarkable in the dif¬ 
ferent sectors of APA. Cargo 



contributes primarily to our 
importation and local economy 
in a substantial manner. The 
APA director looks forward to 
this growth continuing into the 


year 2012. He asserts that they 
will work hard to make sure 
that this trend continue both in 
the area of cruise ship activitiy 
and in cargo. 

This year they have pro¬ 
grammed the removal of the 
tanks situated on the premises 
of APA. Work on their removal 
is already in progress and by 
the month of March we will 
begin to see the disappearance 
of these tanks after so many 
decades. Once removed, they 
will begin making the changes 
in the infrastructure of the en¬ 
trance of the Wharf to accom¬ 
modate where the streetcar will 
travel. The area where the 
tanks were will be redesigned 
with something positive for 
our tourism industry, says 
Alphoso Boekhoudt.

Arabs agree Syria opposition contacts, peace force 


CAIRO(AFP) - The Arab 
League said it agreed yester¬ 
day to open contacts with 
Syria's opposition and to ask 
the United Nations to form a 
joint peacekeeping force to the 
unrest-swept nation in moves 
swiftly rejected by Syria. 

Arab diplomats "will open 
channels of communication 
with the Syrian opposition and 
offer full political and financial 
support, urging the opposition 
to unify its ranks," it said in a 
statement obtained by AFP. 

They would also "ask the 
UN Security Council to issue a 
decision on the formation of a 
joint UN-Arab peacekeeping 
force to oversee the implemen¬ 
tation of a ceasefire," it said. 

After marathon talks in 
Cairo, the 22-member bloc 
also announced it had formally 


ended its own observer mis¬ 
sion to Syria, which was sus¬ 
pended last month because of 
an upsurge in violence. 

Only Algeria and Lebanon 
expressed reservations against 
the resolution, an Arab League 
official said. 

Syria's ambassador to Cairo 
"categorically" rejected the 
Arab League moves. 

"The Syrian Arab Republic 
categorically rejects the deci¬ 
sions of the Arab League," 
which "reflects the hysteria of 
these governments" after fail¬ 
ing to get foreign intervention 
at the UN Security Council, 
Yusef Ahmed said in a state¬ 
ment. 

On the ground, the Syrian 
Observatory for Human Rights 
reported that 14 people were 
killed in a relentless assault by 


forces of Syrian President 
Bashar al-Assad on the central 
protest city of Homs. 

All but one of them died in 
Baba Amr, a rebel stronghold 
in the city which armed forces 
have targeted for more than a 
week, killing at least 500 peo¬ 
ple, according to activists. 

It also reported fierce 
clashes on the northern edge of 
nearby Rastan. 

"Tank and mortar fire inten¬ 
sified yesterday afternoon," the 
Observatory's Rami Abdel 
Rahman told AFP, adding the 
humanitarian situation was 
worsening. "There is a short¬ 
age of bread in some areas." 

The Syrian Arab Red Cres¬ 
cent and International Com¬ 
mittee of the Red Cross said 
their "volunteers are distribut¬ 
ing food, medical supplies, 


blankets, and hygiene consum¬ 
ables to thousands of people" 
in Homs. 

UN chief Ban Ki-moon had 
broached the idea of a joint 
Arab-UN mission this month 
as he bemoaned the Security 
Council's failure to agree a re¬ 
solution on the crisis in the 
face of Chinese and Russian 
opposition. 

The pan-Arab bloc has al¬ 
ready put forward a plan for 
Assad to transfer power to his 
deputy and for a government 
of national unity to be formed 
ahead of elections.. 

Also yesterday, State televi¬ 
sion aired live footage of an of¬ 
ficial funeral for the 28 people 
authorities say were killed in 
twin car bombs in the northern 
city of Aleppo on Friday. 

The authorities blamed "ter¬ 
rorists" for the attacks, but the 
rebel Free Syrian Army ac¬ 
cused the regime of launching 
them "to steer attention away 
from what it is doing in Homs, 
Zabadani and elsewhere." 

A US media report citing 
unnamed American officials 
said Al-Qaeda's Iraqi branch 
was likely to have carried out 


LIMA (AFP) - Peru's military 
said yesterday "Artemio," 
leader of the once feared Shin¬ 
ing Path guerrilla movement 
was alive but badly wounded, 
retracting an earlier presiden¬ 
tial announcement that he had 
been killed. 

"He is alive and receiving 
the appropriate medical atten¬ 
tion," said Defense Minister 
Alberto Otarola, correcting an 
earlier declaration from Presi¬ 
dent Ollanta Humala that the 
guerrilla fighter's body had 
been discovered. 

A military offensive was 
launched last week to capture 
Artemio, 47, whose real name 
was Florindo Flores. Defense 
officials said they were trailing 
the guerrilla leader, who was 
apparently wounded in a battle 


the Aleppo bombings, along 
with attacks in Damascus in 
December and January. 

Iraq's deputy interior minis¬ 
ter, Adnan al-Assadi, told AFP 
that Baghdad has "intelligence 
information that a number of 
Iraqi jihadists went to Syria" 
and that "weapons smuggling 
is still ongoing." 

And Al-Qaeda leader 
Ayman al-Zawahiri voiced his 
support for Syria's uprising in 
a new video posted on jihadist 
Internet forums, US monitors 
SITE Intelligence said. 

Rights groups say more 
than 6,000 people have died 
since protests began in Syria in 
March last year, inspired by 
similar movements in Tunisia, 
Egypt and Libya. 

The Syrian government has 
sought to blame foreign- 
backed "armed terrorist gangs" 
for the violence. 

A commission tasked with 
drafting a new constitution 
submitted a draft charter on 
Sunday to Assad, who is to re¬ 
view the charter before refer¬ 
ring it to the People's 
Assembly, the official SANA 
news agency reported.

Otarola said Artemio had 
been shot and was found in a 
hut by a military patrol in the 
Peruvian jungle. 

Artemio was pursued, and 
apparently wounded, by spe¬ 
cial forces in southeastern 
Peru's Puerto Pizana area of 
the Alto Huallaga jungle, ac¬ 
cording to last week's state¬ 
ment. 

The government has been 
seeking to eradicate the last 
vestiges of Shining Path. The 
group is a Peruvian revolution¬ 
ary organization that endorses 
communism and has violently 
sought to overthrow the gov¬ 
ernment since 1980. It is listed 
by Lima and the US State De¬ 
partment as a terrorist organi¬ 
zation.

US Catholic bishops reject compromise 
on contraception 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
Roman Catholic bishops have 
voiced opposition to President 
Barack Obama's plan to re¬ 
quire insurers to provide free 
birth control — despite earlier 
indication they might accept 
the compromise. 

"The only complete solu¬ 
tion to this religious liberty 
problem is for HHS (Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 
Services) to rescind the man¬ 
date of these objectionable 
services," the US Conference 
of Catholic Bishops said in a 
statement. 

The government's decision 
to guarantee women access to 
contraceptives "remains a 
grave moral concern," they 
said. 

On Friday, Obama said his 
government would no longer 
require religious organizations 
to offer free contraception on 
employee health plans and de¬ 
cried opponents he said had 


turned the issue into a "politi¬ 
cal football." 

But he stuck by the princi¬ 
ple that all women should have 
free access to such services, 
putting the onus on insurance 
firms to approach women 
working for religious employ¬ 
ers like Catholic hospitals to 
offer them birth control. 

The fight erupted when the 
administration decided not to 
exempt religious employers 
from a requirement under its 
health reform law that work- 
based insurance plans offer 
women coverage for contra¬ 
ception. 

Officials argued that a 
woman who worked, for ex¬ 
ample, as a nurse at a Catholic 
hospital might not share their 
employer's religious opposi¬ 
tion to contraception and 
should have the same rights as 
female workers elsewhere. 

Roman Catholic leaders 
were outraged — even though 


houses of worship were ex¬ 
empt — and Republicans used 
the row to whip up a social is¬ 
sues storm, firing up their con¬ 
servative political base in an 
election year. 

After the compromise was 
announced on Friday, New 
York Archbishop Timothy 
Dolan described it as a "first 
step in the right direction." 

But the later statement from 
all the bishops said they will 
continue to object because of 
Obama's decision "to retain 
HHS's nationwide mandate of 
insurance coverage of steriliza¬ 
tion and contraception." 

"We will continue — with 
no less vigor, no less sense of 
urgency — our efforts to correct 
this problem through the other 
two branches of government," 
the bishops said. 

However, many other or¬ 
ganizations, including Catholic 
ones, welcomed the compro¬ 
mise.

Murdoch flying into Sun 


storm in Britain 


LONDON (AFP) - Rupert 
Murdoch will fly to Britain this 
week to deal with a spiralling 
new crisis in his media empire 
after five staff at his tabloid 
The Sun were arrested on cor¬ 
ruption charges, sources said 
yesterday. 

The Australian-born tycoon 
said he was committed to the 
UK's biggest selling paper, but 
employees reportedly fear he 
could close The Sun as he shut 
the News of the World last July 
amid a scandal over phone 
hacking. 

The latest allegations, in¬ 
volving Sun journalists bribing 
police and public officials for 
information, are a new blow 
for Murdoch's US-based News 
Corporation, which also owns 
Fox News and the Wall Street 
Journal. 

Murdoch will come to Lon¬ 
don "later in the week", a per¬ 
son familiar with the matter 
told AFP. The person said 
Murdoch's visit had already 
been planned before the arrests 
happened. 

Another source close to the 
matter said he would meet 
with journalists at The Sun to 
reassure them about the future 
of the paper, which he bought 
in 1969 and which sells around 
2.5 million copies a day. 

In an email to staff on Sat¬ 
urday, Tom Mockridge, the 
chief executive of Murdoch's 


British newspaper subsidiary 
News Internatioanl, said that 
Murdoch would stand by The 
Sun in the hour of its "greatest 
challenge". 

The Sun journalists arrested 
on Saturday were deputy edi¬ 
tor Geoff Webster, picture edi¬ 
tor John Edwards, chief repor¬ 
ter John Kay, chief foreign cor¬ 
respondent Nick Parker and re¬ 
porter John Sturgis.

New advance in gene therapy for blindness 


(AFP) — US scientists on 
Wednesday reported a new 
advance in using gene ther¬ 
apy to restore eyesight in 
people with a rare, inherited 
form of blindness. 

The therapy, which had 
been previously tried in just 
one eye of 12 people, worked 
well when injected into the 
other eye of three of the pa¬ 
tients, offering a sign that the 
treatment is safe, effective 
and will not be rejected by 
the body. 


Despite the risks, three 
adult patients from the initial 
study — whose results were 
published in 2009 showing 
that some level of vision had 
been restored in all of them 
and six were no longer legally 
blind — agreed to try the ther¬ 
apy in their untreated eye. 

The trio were all better 
able to see in dim light after¬ 
ward, and two were able to 
navigate obstacles in low- 
light situations. There were 
no reports of ill side-effects. 


The study appears in the 
journal Science Translational 
Medicine. 

"Patients have told us how 
their lives have changed 
since receiving gene ther¬ 
apy,” said Bennett. "They are 
able to walk around at night, 
go shopping for groceries and 
recognize people's faces — all 
things they couldn't do be¬ 
fore.” lead author Jean Ben¬ 
nett, professor of 
ophthalmology at the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania

Largest virtual telescope operational 
in Chile 


Google to make 
home entertainment 
system: report

(AFP) — Astronomers in 
Chile said this week they had 
created the world's largest 
virtual optical telescope by 
using a special technique to 
combine images from the 
four most powerful devices 
as if they were a single de¬ 
vice. 

"This weekend we man¬ 
aged to finish the process (of 
merging the images) after al¬ 
most a year," said Jean- 
Philippe Berger, a scientist at 
the European Southern Ob¬ 
servatory which operates the 
Very Large Telescope array 
(VLT) in Chile's high north¬ 
ern desert 

"For the first time, we made 
scientific observations through 
this new instrument, and we 


can say that it can be used." 

The VLT complex in 
Paranal includes four large op¬ 
tical telescopes, each of which 
are about 30 meters (100 feet) 
high and have mirrors eight 
meters (25 feet) in diameter. 

The astronomers brought 
together the signals received 
by the four telescopes thanks 
to a technique known as in¬ 
terferometry, which com¬ 
bines the images from the 
four to achieve a higher reso¬ 
lution image. 

This creates a virtual mir¬ 
ror which is the equivalent of 
130 meters (400 feet) in di¬ 
ameter and, according to 
Berger, improves the resolu¬ 
tion and the ability to "zoom" 
in on the cosmos. 


"We see the surface of 
stars, including objects that 
have never been observed be¬ 
fore, such as some very 
young stars or galaxies," 
Berger explained. 

"It is very difficult to build 
large optical telescopes, so 
interferometry was used," he 
added. "We have been work¬ 
ing on this for a long time 
and are very excited to start 
doing science" with it. 

The complex is operated 
by the ESO, created in 1962 
and which has support from 
Austria, Belgium, Brazil, 
Britain, the Czech Republic, 
Denmark, Finland, France, 
Germany, Italy, the Nether¬ 
lands, Portugal, Spain, Swe¬ 
den and Switzerland. 


(AFP) — Brazil is on course 
to dislodge the United States 
as the world's top producer of 
biotech crops in the coming 
years, a leading promoter of 
farm biotechnology recently 
said.

But US AAA, a govern¬ 
ment-funded international 
body promoting the use of 
farm biotechnology, particu¬ 
larly in developing countries, 
said Brazil was last year the 
engine of global biocrop 
growth, with 4.9 more mil¬ 
lion hectares, up 20 percent 
from 2010. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Google will mirror Apple's

White House defends deficit 


WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama's chief of staff, 
yesterday defended his boss 
for failing to cut the U.S. 
budget deficit, making the elec¬ 
tion-year argument that now 
was the wrong time to impose 
austerity measures that could 
sap an economic recovery. 

Republicans have slammed 
Democrat Obama for laying 
out a budget plan that raises 
taxes on the rich, which they 
view as designed to help his 
campaign for re-election on 
November 6, rather than con¬ 
trolling the growth of the U.S. 
deficit and debt. 

But Lew, speaking on Sun¬ 
day television news shows on 
the eve of Obama's 2013 
budget proposal to Congress, 
said the plan would outline $4 
trillion in 10 year deficit reduc¬ 
tions, alongside measures to 
deliver essential support to 
near-term growth. 

"I think there is pretty broad 
agreement that the time for 
austerity is not today," Lew, 


Obama's budget chief until few 
weeks ago, told NBC's "Meet 
the Press". 

This was also why Con¬ 
gress ought to pass a payroll 
tax cut extension before it ex¬ 
pires in two weeks' time, he 
said. 

Obama's budget will re¬ 
quest over $800 billion in 
multi-year spending for job 
creation and infrastructure pro¬ 
grams, including tax breaks for 
companies and individuals 
worth more than $300 billion 
in 2012 if passed into law. 

Congress is free to ignore 
the president's proposals and 
Republicans have said Obama's 
budget will be dead on arrival. 

"Jack Lew did the full tour 
of all five Sunday shows this 
morning, failing on each show 
to articulate how their upcom¬ 
ing budget would lift the 
crushing burden of debt," said 
Gerrit Lansing, spokesman for 
House of Representatives 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Paul Ryan, a Republican. 


The budget, which will de¬ 
livered to Congress today, 
projects the deficit at $1.33 
trillion this fiscal year or 8.5 
percent of gross domestic 
product, declining to $901 bil¬ 
lion, or 5.5 percent of GDP, in 
2013. 


Airlines urge 
U.N. deal to 
avert carbon 
trade war 


SINGAPORE - Global air¬ 
lines called yesterday for a 
U.N.-brokered deal to pre¬ 
vent a row over aviation 
emissions between China and 
the European Union spilling 
into a damaging trade war. 

The call by the head of the 
International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) comes 
amid signs that the EU may 
be willing to soften a unilat¬ 
eral stance that also risks 
souring efforts to resolve Eu¬ 
rope's sovereign debt crisis 
with Chinese support. 

In an interview, IATA Di¬ 
rector General Tony Tyler 
said airlines had become 
wedged between conflicting 
domestic laws after China or¬ 
dered its airlines not to join 
the EU's compulsory market- 
based system for regulating 
airline emissions.

China vows to pursue 
balanced trade with US 


SHANGHAI (AFP) - A top 
Chinese official yesterday 
vowed Beijing would pursue 
more balanced trade with the 
United States, as the country's 
Vice President Xi Jinping pre¬ 
pares for an official US visit. 

Xi, the country's leader-in- 
waiting, is likely to face a bar¬ 
rage of complaints over China's 
allegedly discriminatory trade 
policies when he visits the US 
in the coming week. 

Trade tensions between the 
world's two largest economies 
are on the rise as US President 
Barack Obama seeks to spark 
economic growth and create 
jobs — and bids for re-election 
— by attacking the deep US 
trade deficit with China. 

China's Vice Minister of 
Commerce, Gao Hucheng, said 
both countries should make ef¬ 


forts to address the imbalance. 

"The imbalance in bilateral 
trade is a fact," Gao said. 
"Both sides must gradually re¬ 
solve it in the course of adjust¬ 
ing the economic structure." 

The US trade deficit with 
China reached a record high of 
more than $295 billion in 
2011, according to US figures. 

Gao said the US could sell 
more to China if Washington 
would loosen its export controls, 
particularly for technology prod¬ 
ucts. Washington should also be 
"fair" to Chinese companies 
seeking to invest in the US.. 

Analysts say Obama's 
pledge last month to launch a 
trade enforcement unit likely 
to focus on China and a new 
sweeping complaint against 
Beijing by the US auto parts 
industry are raising tensions. 


Wing cracks could cost 
Airbus 100 million euros 


FRANKFURT - Dealing with 
the wing cracks found in Air¬ 
bus A380 superjumbos could 
cost the European plane maker 
up to 100 million euros ($132 
million), a German magazine 
reported. 

Checking and repairing the 
wings of the 69 aircraft already 
in service could cost about 70 
million euros, weekly Der 
Spiegel said yestgerday, citing 
unidentified industry experts 
and people at Airbus.

Whitney Houston, one of the most 
celebrated female singers of all time 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Pop 
legend Whitney Houston, 
who died Saturday, inspired a 
generation of music fans with 
her soaring voice described 
by her contemporaries as 
nothing short of magical. 

’’She had that voice that 
could just turn a story, a 
melody into magical notes,” 
said singer Lionel Richie, a 
contemporary of Houston. 

The 48-year-old Grammy- 
winner was a huge star in the 
1980s and 1990s, selling over 
170 million albums with 
worldwide hits including ”1 
Will Always Love You,” be¬ 
fore her career and personal 
life went off the rails as she 
descended into a very public 
battle with substance abuse 
”She was a legend. These 
people don't come around 
often,” British television host 
and producer Simon Cowell 
told CNN television. "No one 
could sell a song like Whit¬ 
ney.” 

She was a trailblazer who 
proved that a female artist 
could dominate the pop mar¬ 
ket, Cowell said. 

With a ferociously power¬ 
ful voice and a dazzling 
range, Houston achieved 
stardom as a pop-soul singer 


known as "the Voice” and the 
"Queen of Pop”. 

Her fantastic success — 
and that of fellow pop icon 
Michael Jackson — was pro¬ 
pelled by a brand new device 
at the time: the pop music 
video. 

Houston's trove of six 
Grammy awards included 
one for record of the year — 
for a soaring cover of Dolly 
Parton's "I Will Always Love 
You,” and another for album 
of the year for "The Body¬ 
guard.” 

She later parlayed her star¬ 
dom to acting success ap¬ 
pearing in hit movies like 
"Waiting to Exhale” and "The 
Bodyguard," co-starring 
Kevin Costner. 

Born on August 9, 1963 in 
Newark, New Jersey to a mu¬ 
sical family that included 
mother Cissy Houston, a 
gospel star, and Dionne War¬ 
wick, her cousin, she started 
out as a teen model and then 
made a dazzling segue to 
music. 

She was "discovered” by 
veteran producer Clive 
Davis, who oversaw each of 
her hit records — she was due 
to attend his traditional pre- 
Grammys party on Saturday, 
when Houson was found 
dead in her hotel room. 

Houston had 11 Billboard 
number one singles between 
1985 and 1995. Her hits in¬ 
cluded "How Will I Know,” 
"Saving all My Love for 
You,” and "I Will Always 
Love You,” a Dolly Parton 
cover that Houston made her 
own megahit. 

As a performer, Houston 
earned a reputation as a regal 
diva, but not without merit. 

Grammys organizing 
chief Neil Portnow called 
Houston "one of the world's 
greatest pop singers of all 
time who leaves behind a ro¬ 
bust musical soundtrack 


spanning the past three 
decades. 

Many stars took to Twitter 
to voice shock after Houston 
was found dead in the Beverly 
Hilton, hours before a tradi¬ 
tional pre-Grammys dinner 
which she was due to attend. 

"It's a tragedy. Whitney 
Houston was the greatest 
singer I've ever heard and she 
will be truly missed,” wrote 
veteran crooner Tony Ben¬ 
nett. 

Houston also was a trail- 
blazing African-American 
beauty, a teen model who be¬ 
came the first black cover girl 
on "Seventeen” magazine.

16 points, 17 rebounds and 
six assists for the Lakers 
while Andrew Bynum con¬ 
tributed 14 points and nine 
rebounds for Los Angeles.
